In connection with these exploits 
it can be said that not a single Ger- 
man patrol has ever crossed to the 
American side of the Marne. 

German Move Breaks Down. 

Late this afternoon American ma- 
chine gunners discovered a hostile 
party in considerable numbers ap- 
parently making ready to attempt to 
cross the river. But after these guns 
were turned loose for a few minutes 
the enemy abandoned whatever 
plans he had. 

The American artillery east and

‘with those armies—aided by the 
forces of Japan—into Berlin from 
an eastern front to be established in 
Russia. 

Among those who. heard and ap- 
plauded Taft’s remarks were Earl 
Reading, British Ambassador; dJus- 
tice William Renwick Riddell of On- 
tario and John Mazefield, poet, all 
of whom had just received honorary 
degrees from Yale. 

In regard to the Russian situa- 
tion, Taft first pointed out that there 
was danger of Germany seizing the 
resources and manpower of the 
great bewildered country and using 
the 


| war. 
“We cannot: be too sensitive of 
those people who have no govern- 
ment that we can recognize,” he 
said. “We must raise an army on 
both sides of the globe. We must 
establish an eastern front in Rus- 
sia, which will enable us to march 
into Berlin from that direction.’’ 

Speaking of the friendship 
Great Britain and the United States. 
Taft said any man who questioned 
the motives of England was a liar 
and a traitor. 

Lord Reading, introduced by 
President Hadley as “one of us,” 
caused the assemblage to cheer by 
addressing its members as “fellow 
alumni of Yale.” He paid a splen- 
did tribute to the work of the Amer- 
ican fleet in conjunction with the 
British and said he had found the 
same fine spirit here as in his own 
country—all English-speaking men 
standing together to win the war.

I put down immediately on the 
notice paper of the House of Com- 
mons a motion in favor of the im- 
mediate grant of Home Rule, bring- 
ing into the resolution the words of 
President Wilson’s address as to the 
consent of the governed. For three 
weeks I attempted to persuade Mr. 
Lloyd George to accept my resolu- 
tion and to tackle boldly the Irish 
problem. I was convinced then as I 
am now that it was well within his 
‘power to have done so; for he was 
then, like most Prime Ministers and 
most British administrations, at that 
first day, which is always the strong: 
est day of his power. 

The Ordnge Party had been much 
discredited; for even Tory English- 
men began to realize that hateful 
and disastrous heritage ofg enmity 
which the proceedings of that party 
had procured. Even Mr. Duke, an 
able and amiable man, who had 
succeeded Mr. Birrell as Chief Secre- 
tary, had privately forsworn all the 
prejudices of the high and dry 
school of Toryism in which he had 
been brought up, and had come 
around to a full acceptance of the 
Irish claim for self-government and, 
curiously enough, was particularly 
vehement against any attempt to 
partition Ireland after the fashion 
named by Carson and the Orange- 
men. At least a third of the Tory 
Party—perhaps even two-thirds— 
would have accepted Home Rule for 
an undivided Ireland if Mr. Lloyd 
George had proposed it then; and of 
course all the Liberal and Labor 
forces would have been at his back. 
Willie Redmond’s Swan Song. 
But great was the opportunity be- 
fore the debate came on my motion, 
it was greater during the debate; 
for there occurred an incident, one 
of the most moving and one of the 
most astonishing ever recorded in 
the House of Commons. Willie Red- 
mond had asked to second my mo- 
tion. He stood up, dressed in khaki, 
a middle-aged, almost an old man, 
with his hair cut~-short, soldier- 
fashion, grizzled to bleached thin- 
ness, and the face deep with lines 
from the hard work and the horrors 
of the trenches in which he had 
fought for months. 

For a quarter of a century Willie 
Redmond had been a stormy petrel 
in the Irish movement; making 
speeches of almost extravagant ve- 
hemence, and glorious, flamboyant; 
as, for instance, when he declared— 
this was in the days of his very hot 
youth—that he did not care if the 
Cossacks were stabling their horses 
in the halls of Westminster. And 
there he was now, a new Willie Red- 
mond, wearing the uniform of a 
British officer, and already with a 
record of dauntless bravery, and, 
above all, for the tenacity with 
which, rejecting all well-meant ef- 
forts to get him to the rear as al- 
ready having done more than his 
duty, he stuck to his post. 

Already in the pinched face, in the 
grizzled hair and a certain wistful- 
ness of the face, one could see the 
shadow of the death which he so 
bravely faced not many months 
afterward. His speech was an appeal 
addressed especially to Irishmen and 
begging them to forget in the Par-' 
liament House all their past epee 
ences in this tragic hour, as they had 
forgotten them in the trenches where |

WHY PAPER YELLOWS 


fe IS a well-known fact that paper 

exposed to light will become 
yellowish within a comparatively 
short time; and even when kept in 
storage where light does not reach 
it, it will undergo gradual deteriora- 
tion. Recent investigations by Dr. 
Klemm have demonstrated that 
these changes are due mainly to the 
presence in the paper of mechanical 
wood-pulp or lignified fiber, al- 
though they are met with also in 
paper colored with dyes that fade 
under exposure to light. In wood- 
free papers the fading is found to be 
due to a formation of soap-like com- 
pounds of iron with rosin and fatty 
substances.—July Popular Science 
Monthly.
